A REGISTERED HOUSE.

The Valley Filled 'With Clouds from | “The Fruit Palace” Protected by the |

Mountain Fires.
A man who had smoked 30 years

illusion and debarred from seeing Lhe
smoke no pleasure was to be derived
from It. Asan experiment the man
esbut bimss!f op ln a dark room, which
resulied in his throwing off the babit
and declaring that the essence of smok-
ing was in secing it.

People of the Willametie valley now
bave the sight of smoke witbout any
imaginary pleasurableseusation. There
is more than usual throughout the yal-
Jey. It hovers like s fog over the city
and bas settled In every eanon of the
valley and it js becoming more dense
as it is wafted by every passing breeze
from the mountains to the lower lands.
Objects at a distance are no longer dis-
cernible and the range of vision s
shortened as the smoke becomes thicker.
The presence of smoke In the valley
at this season is well understood by old
residents. Though more than usoal at
this sesson of the year now pervades
the alr, there is more or less every sum-
mer,
Fires are raging in the Cosst Range
and Caseade mountaing at this season
which accounts for the smoke that en
velops the walley. Many of the fires
are gtarted by land clearers who are
burning their slsshings; but they often
start from other sources,

When everything isdry as at pres
ent, it is almost impossible to keep the
fires from getting & start. Then there
are & greal many berry plckers in the
mountains who, through carelessness,
often allow fire to start from thesr
camp, and onee started it soon becomes
upmanageable. Burveying parties are
ulso sometimes responsible for these
fires. Then they are often started for
malicious purposes by uoprincipled
squatters, who would rather see a floe
bady of tmber destroyed thao allow
any other claimant to possess it, Buch
erimes are too heloous to go unpunish-
ed, but itis s very difficult matter to
discoyer and convict the perpetrators,
It is charged that the latter cause ac
connts for some of the devastating fires
that are now ragiog in the Cascades
These fires are impoverishing the state
and destroying some as fine Limber as
grows In America.

Old settlers can remember when the
summer fires were started by the Ip-
diaps and when it was dangerous to be
cavght in the path of the fames. Ib
the year 1853, a8 a man was comipg
from the vicinity of where Bilverton
pow sltands, he was overtaken by a
spreadiog fire and his team of mules
burned alive,

The emoke renders the air very un-
wholesome, and people of the wvalluy
will look forward with apxiety for the
full rains this season, to purify the alr
and dissipate the smoke,
